A fter 
this these men sent spies to listen 
to Jesu s and report to them so 
that if He said any thing that

state,

m ight hav e an ex cu se to arrest 
Him. 
They thou ght themselv es 
v ery clev er when they asked Je­ 
su s abou t the pay m ent of what 
the Jews thou ght was an u nju st 
tax which they resented bitterly . 
“Is it lawfu l for u s to giv e trib ­ 
u te to Caesar or no” ? they asked . 
They thou ght if He said it was 
lawfu l, the people who hu ng on 
His word s wou ld be angry ; and 
if He said it was not lawfu l, they 
cou ld accu se Him before the Ro­ 
man tribu nal. 
Bu t these spies 
were no match for Ou r Lord . 
“Shew me a penny . Whose image 
and su perscription hath it” ?

The war 
has made us think o f what the 
real basic necessities o f life

there must be tho usands of fam ­ 
ilies in Euro pe finding by bitter 
ex perience what they can do with­ 
o ut— and I suppo se co ffee canno t 
be co unted as o ne o f the abso lute 
necessities. Certainly , I imagine, 
many o f tho se Euro pean citizens 
are finding they can get alo ng 
witho ut it. And certainly Sduth 
America is finding a v ery grav e 
financial problem on 
its hands 
with its large export .trade o f 
co ffee in Germany and* Central 
Euro pe cut off. 
But in ordinary times coffee is 
certainly pretty close to a neces­ 
sity. In the United States it is one 
of the basic commodities for which 
we are dependent on other coun­ 
tries. Wc consume half again as 
much coffee per capit* as we did 
forty years ago. I hav e no v ery 
late figures av ailable, but in 19 30 
we imported 1,59 9 ,316,550 pounds, 
of which more than a billion 
pounds came from Brazil, 
For many people the question 
arises not as to whether coffee is 
a necessity, but whether it is 
a 
menace. The human race is so 
constituted that sooner or later 
if a number of people do some­ 
thing habitually that is not actu­ 
ally a physical requirement of the 
body, somebody is bound to spread 
the rumor that it is injurious. 
A Stimulant 
We hav e expressed our opinions 
about coffee sev eral times in this 
column. It undoubtedly has cer­ 
ta in pharm acological action*. 
These are well known and can be 
definitely measured. It stimulates 
the brain, the heart, and the kid­ 
neys, largely by increasing the 
blood supply going through them. 
So does exercise. 
In proper 
amounts, coffee is no more harm­ 
ful than exercise. 
Indeed, if it 


came to the questio n of carry ing 
one or the other too far 1 sho uld 
be inclined to think that ex cessiv * 
exercise is responsible fo r mo re 
harm than coffee. ¥ rue, in ex ces­ 
siv e amounts it perhaps o v er­ 
stimulates the brain and leads to 
insomnia and nerv o usness, but 
this, too, is well kno wn. 
Certainly it seems hard to call 
it anything but an inno cent habit 
when you see the Brazilians sit­ 
ting st their sidewalk cafes drink­ 
ing little cups o f co ffee o ne after 
ano ther, all day lo ng. I wo uldn’t 
go so far as to reco mmend this 
dosage but I must say they lo o ksd 
v ery healthy and happy.

there must be thousands of fam ­ 
ilies in Europe finding by bitter 
experience what they can do with­ 
out— and I suppose coffee cannot 
be counted as one of the absolute 
necessities. Certainly, I imagine, 
many of those European citizens 
are finding they can get along 
without it. And certainly Stfuth 
America is finding a very grave 
financial problem on its hands 
with its large export trade of 
coffee in Germany and* Central 
Europe cut off. 
But in ordinary times coffee is 
certainly pretty close to a neces­ 
sity. In tho United States it is one 
of the basic commodities for which 
we are dependent on other coun­ 
tries. We consume half again as 
much coffee per capita as we did 
forty years ago. I have no very 
late figures available, but in 1930 
we imported 1,599,316,560 pounds, 
of which more than a billion 
pounds came from Brazil. 
For many people the question 
arises not as to whether coffee is 
a necessity, but whether it is a 
menace. Tho human race is so 
constituted that sooner or later 
if a number of people do some­ 
thing habitually that is not actu­ 
ally a physical requirement of the 
body, somebody is bound to spread 
the rumor that it is injurious. 


A Stimulant 
TTe have expressed our opinions 
about coffee several times in this 
column. It undoubtedly has cer­ 
tain pharm acological actions. 
These are well known and can be 
definitely measured. It stimulates 
the brain, the heart, and the kid­ 
neys, largely by increasing the 
blood supply going through them. 
So does exercise. 
In proper 
amounts, coffee is no more harm­ 
ful than exercise. 
Indeed, if it 


came to the question of carrying 
one or the other too far I should 
be inclined to think that excessive 
exercise is responsible for more 
harm than coffee. *frue, in exces­ 
sive amounts it perhaps over­ 
stimulates the brain and leads to 
insomnia and nervousness, but 
this, too, is well known. 
Certainly it seems hard to call 
it anything but an innocent habit 
when you see the Brazilians sit­ 
ting at their sidewalk cafes drink­ 
ing little cups of coffee one after 
another, all day long. I wouldn’t 
go so far as to recommend this 
dosage but I must say they looked 
very healthy and happy.
